1. AT THE LAST MEETING WITH CARAVEL ON 20 SEPTEMBER i960, 

AFTER HE HAD CANCELLED BY PHONE A MEETING SCHEDULED FOR I 9 
SEPTEMBER, HE SAID HE WAS DEPARTING AS PREVIOUSLY SCHEOULEO. HE 
INTENOS t 6 RETURN TO GERMANY BY AIR, DE PARTING THE EVENING OF 6 
OECEMBER. CARAVEL NOTED THAT REINNARD<Cuv^jXBl'WILL ALSO ATTEND 
THE INTERPOL GENERAL ASSEMBLY, PROBABLY ARRIVING IN NEW YORK BY 
AIR AROUND 1 OCTOBER AND DEPARING FROM NEW YORK ALSO BY AIR AROUNO 
17 OCTOBER. WE HAD EARLIER BEEN UNDER THE I MPRESS I ON DULL I EN WOULD 
N6T ATTEND THE CONFERENCE. HIS PRESENCE SHOULD PRESENT NO COM- 
PLICATION, HOWEVER, SINCE HE IS EXPECTED TO STAY AT A DIFFERENT 
HOTEL FROM CARAVEL. 

2. CARAVEL WAS INFORMED OF THE SUBSTANCE OF REFERENCE B, 

BEING MERELY TOLD THAT HEADQUARTERS HAD RESERVATIONS CONCERNING 
HIS SAFETY IF HE SHOULD TRAVEL TO CUBA ON KUBARK'S BEHALF. CARAVEL 
COMMENTED THAT HE HAD NO DESIRE TO FACE A CUBAN KANGAROO COURT OR 
FIRING SQUAD AND NO INTENTION OF BECOMING A RECKLESS HERO AT THIS 
LATE DATE, BUT THAT IF THE RISK WERE REASONABLE AND A USEFUL PURPOSE 
WERE TO BE SERVED BY SUCH A VISIT, HE WAS QUITE PREPAREO TO UNDER- 
TAKE IT. CARAVEL WILL INITIATE TELEPHONE CONTACT WITH HEADQUARTERS 
IMMEDIATELY UPON ARRIVAL IN WASHINGTON, POSSIBLY ON 30 SEPTEMBER, 

OR AT LEAST BY THE FOLLOWING MONDAY. 



3. DURING THE MEETING, CARAVEL ALSO REPORTED THAT HE HAD 
TALKED TO REG. DIR. DR. /THU/ REUTER OF REFERAT VI A 3 OF THE 
INTERIOR MINISTRY, WHO TOLD HIM THAT MINI STER I ALRAT OR LEGAT I ONSRAT 
1. KL. /FNU/ HOFFMANN OF THE FOREIGN OFFICE /THE OFFICIAL "RESPON- 
SIBLE" FOR THE MATTER OF CARAVEL’S INVITATION TO CUBA/ HAD APPROVED 
Of CARAVEL'S ACCEPTING THIS INVITATION. OR. RUDOLF TOYKA OF THE 
INTERIOR MINISTRY SEPARATELY TOLD CARAVEL THAT HE HAD BROUGHT THE 
MATTER TO THE ATTENTION OF A SUPERIOR OFFICER IN THE FOREIGN OFFICE, 
MINISTERIAL DIREKTOR GEORG FEROINAND OUCKWITZ, BUT TOYKA HAO HEARD 
NOTHING FROM DUCKWITZ ON THE MATTER PRIOR TO 20 SEPTEMBER. 

COMMENT - REFERENCE TO THESE FOREIGN OFFICE PERSONAL I T I ES 
WOULD APPEAR CONFUSING IN THIS CONTEXT - DUCKWITZ IS HEAD OF THE 
OSTABTE I LUNG /EASTERN AFFAIRS DIVISION/ OF THE FOREIGN OFFICE AND 
WOULO THUS APPEAR TO HAVE NO REASON TO DEAL WITH A MATTER CONCERNING 
CUBA. CARAVEL REMARKED AT THE PREVIOUS MEETING, HOWEVER, THAT HE 
WAS INFORMED CUBAN AFFAIRS HAD RECENTLY BEEN PLEHED UNDER THE 
DIRECTION OF THF. OSTA 0 TE I LUNG OF THE FOREIGN MINISTRY. WE HAVE 
TRACES /AS OF MARCH 196a' ON A LEG. RAT KARL JULIUS HOFFMANN, CHIEF 
OF THE US-CANAOA DESK OF THE FOREIGN OFFICE. WE ALSO HAVE A TRACE 
ON LEG. RAT \ . KL. FRANZ-JOSEF HOFFMANN, TRANSFERRED IN EARLY i960 
FROM THE GERMAN CONSULATE IN NEW YORK TO AN UNSPECIFIED POSITION 
IN THE FOREIGN OFFICE. FINALLY, WE HAVE A TRACE ON A /FNU/ HOFFMANN 
WHO MIGHT CONCEIVABLY BE EITHER OF THE ABOVE, ASSIGNED TO THE SOVIET 
DESK. • 

k, ON THE STRENGTH OF HOFFMANN’S APPROVAL, WHICH CARAVEL FELT 
INDICATED THAT THE MATTER HAD BEEN DISCUSSED WITH ODYQKE OFFICIALS, 
CARAVEL DECIDED TO HANOLE HIS RESPONSE TO THE CUBANS THROUGH GERHARD 
MITSCHKE, CHIEF OF THE FOREIGN CRIMINAL POLICE AUTHORITIES SUB- 
SECTION, OF THE BKA'S FOREIGN SECTION, WHO WAS EARLIER THE RECIPIENT 
Of THE CUBAN EMBASSY’S TELEPHONE INVITATION DURING CARAvEL’S ABSENCE. 
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CARAVEL INSTRUCTED MITSCHKE 10 CALL THE CUBAN tMBASSY AFTER HIS 
DEPARTURE AND SAY THAT CARAVEL WOULD BE PLEASED TO ACCEPT THE INVITA- 
TION IF HE COULD HI IT INTO MIS SCHEDULE, AND WOULD CONTACT CUBA ’ S 
REPRESENTATI VES IN WASHINGTON ON THIS MATT ER AFTER HIS ARRIVAL ThLRE. 
HE ALSO TOLD MITSCHKE TO APOLOGUE FOR HIS HAVING cEEN uNAbLE TO 
RETURN THE CU6AN EMBASSY’S CALL PERSONALLY AND EXPLAIN THAT HE HAD 
BEEN CONSTANTLY TRAVELLING SINCE THE CALL WAS RECEIVED, AND HAD BEEN 
ABLE TO GIVE MITSCHKE THE INSTRUCTIONS FOR HANDLING THE RESPONSE TO 
THE CALL ONLY AS HE WAS DEPARTING TO TAKE THE BOAT I N -BREMERHA v£N . 
CARAVEL WISELY DECIDED TO HANDLE THE MATTER THROUGH MITSCHKE IN ORDER 
TO MAKE IT VERY CLEAR TO ANYONE INTERESTED THAT HIS APPROACH TO THE 
CUBAN INVITATION WAS COMPLETELY OPEN, AND ALSO TO PRESERVE SUFFICIENT 
LATITUDE FOR HIM TO FEEL OUT THE CLIMATE IN CONVERSATION WfTH CUBAN 
REPRESENTATIVES /INTERPOL OR DIPLOMATIC/ IN WASHINGTON BEFORE FINALLY 
COMMITTING HIMSELF TO THE TRIP. BY NOT FORMALLY ACCEPTING THE IN- 
VITATION AT THIS TIME, CARAVEL WILL ALSO BE ABLE TO WITHDRAW MORE 
GRACEFULLY AND WITH LESS RISK OF INJURING CUBAN FEELINGS, IF SUCH 
IS HEADQUARTERS INSTRUCTION TO HIM. 

S. AS REFERENCE A INDICATED. WXDID NOT UNDERSTAND YOuR 
MEANING IN PARAGRAPH 2 OF DIR OO36I . CARAVEL OF COURSE HAS COM- 
PLETELY OVERT, OFFICIAL CONTACT WITH VARIOUS OOYOKE OFFICIALS, IN 
ADDITION TO HIS DISGUISED CONTACT WITH US, THE LATTER BEING FOR 
PUBLIC CONSUMPTION A FORMAL BUT NOT WIDELY KNOWN OFFICIAL KUOAKK/ 
CAMEN LIAISON AUTHORIZED BY THE MINISTRY. WE ASKED CARAVEL WHETHER 
THE CUBANS MIGHT BE AWARE OF EITHER OF THESE RELAT IONSH I PS AS A 
RESULT OF THE CUBAN VISIT WITH HIM IN DECEMBER HE FEELS THIS 

WOULD BE MOST UNLIKELY, SINCE NO UDYOKE OFFICERS HAPPENED TO BE IN 
THE VICINITY AT THE TIME THE CUBANS VISITED HIM. OBVIOUSLY, HEAD- 
QUARTERS MAY WISH TO CHECK FURTHER INTO THIS AREA WHEN SPEAKING WITH 
CARAVEL IN WASHINGTON.
